and the Configurations of the ſtars, and Eclipſes of the * 
Luminaries having relaticn thereto, for ſon years aſter, 
ſeak no leſs than admirable TranſaRtions and Mutations. 
To which we may add the appearance of thice Comets 
or Blazing ſtar+ 1a four months time, with many P codi- 
pics and Apparitions, as 'well on the earth, and in the 
waters, as 1Nn the air. All theſe conlidered, who can 1n 
reaſon expett leſs than ſome grand Cataſtrophe or Pe- 
riod of time ſuddenly to enſue?
